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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph A. Sawyer,Jr. on 4/5/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICCATION: 

Replace the abstract, with the following: 

A method for making an angular velocity sensor having two masses which are 
laterally disposed in an X-Y plane and indirectly connected to a frame provided. The two 
masses are linked together by a linkage such that they necessarily move in opposite 
directions along Z. Angular velocity of the sensor about the Y axis can be sensed by 
driving the two masses into Z-directed antiphase oscillation and measuring the angular 
oscillation amplitude thereby imparted to the frame. In a preferred embodiment, the 
angular velocity sensor is fabricated from a bulk MEMS gyroscope wafer, a cap wafer 
and a reference wafer. In a further preferred embodiment, this assembly wafers 
provides a hermetic barrier between the masses and an ambient environment. 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 1 , line 5, in between "and" and "comprising", insert " the linkaae" . 
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In claim 1 , line 6, in between "said plane" and "and", insert " . wherein the first 
mass and the second mass are connected together" . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument filed on 3/17/05 is persuasive as to the point that the prior art does not teach 
a process of making a sensor for measuring angular velocity including the step of 
etching the subassembly from a gyroscope wafer, wherein the first and the second 
masses are connected together as a linkage connected to the frame and the masses 
are constrained to move in opposite directions perpendicular to the plane as the context 
of claim 1 . 

3. The closest prior art Scheglov et al (US 2004/0055380) teaches a process of 
making a sensor (gyroscope) including the step of attaching two masses together (see 
paragraph 0084 and figure 8) but fail to teach the masses are constrained to move in 
opposite directions perpendicular to the plane as claimed.
